Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
fortfi in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 5/9/05 
has been entered. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/9/05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
applications 10/668,324 and 10/246,450 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 50-57 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose a radiological imaging support method comprising the steps of detecting a 
gamma-ray emitted from a test object placed on a bed with a gamma-ray detecting 
section placed around said bed and aligned in a longitudinal direction of said bed; 
moving an X-ray source in said longitudinal direction of said bed inside said gamma-ray 
detecting section, when an X-ray is detected; detecting an X-ray passing through said 
test object in the radiological imaging examination period for detecting the gamma-ray; 
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and producing tomographic Image data of said test object using a detection signal of the 
gamma-ray and a detection signal of the X-ray, as claimed in claim 50. Prior art fails to 
disclose a radiological imaging support method comprising the steps of detecting a 
gamma-ray emitted from a test object placed on a bed with a gamma-ray detecting 
section placed around said bed and aligned in a longitudinal direction of said bed; 
irradiating an X-ray onto said test object through gaps formed on said gamma-ray 
detecting section from outside said gamma-ray detecting section in said radiological 
imaging examination period; detecting an X-ray passing through said test object; and 
producing tomographic image data of said test object using a detection signal of the 
gamma-ray and a detection signal of the X-ray, as claimed in claim 54.
